Corn Beats Beans 
In First Car Lot 
Shipped By Hull 


The first rail carload of 
Glades produce was filled this 
week, according to the Florida 
East Coast Railway. Hull Pack- 
ing Company shipped the first 
carload of cor& from the local 
market bypassing the dominat- 
ing beans. 

Local records show this to be 
the first instance of corn mov- 
ing first ahead of beans. 

Pioneer Growers' Co-op here 
said they expected to have their 
first beans Monday with some 
corn by the last of the week. As 
been no activity 
at South Bay Growers. A con- 
sensus of opinion agreed that 
there would be little or no ac- 
tivity with leaf vegetables be- 
fore the first of November, 
A partial report on prop 
acreage was presented last 
week in the Herald, Figures cov- 
ering other major crops for the 
Glades area have just been re- 
leased by the agriculture re- 
search section of the Florida 
Service which 
show last y acreage and 
what is carefully estimated for 
this season. 

A more accurate survey will 
be completed during the sea- 
son which ma y not alter 
these figures. These listings rep- 
resent the October to March 
on with estimates to May 
15 for bush beans, 

Sugar cane acreage’ last year 
was 40,000. This year south 
Florida’s quota will be around 
,500 acres (for Okeelanta, U. 
S. Sugar Corp, at Clewiston 
and Felsmere areas). 

There were 26,000 acres of 
corn here last year and about 
the same area is contemplatea 
this year. Seven thousand, five 
hundred acres of leaf vegetables 
were recorded last season and 
that acreage i» expected to be 
7,600 this season. 

The citrus area was 640 acres 
last year and about the same is 
expected now. The ramie a 
age was 3,940 for the 
year while 4,780 acres has been 
proposed for the 
An increase in celery 
is seen by contrasting last year" 
figure of 5,600 acres against this 
year's figure of 8,250 acres.
